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Publishers Note: President Norman 
discussed the developments relating to 
the Washington County Library reloca- 
tion at length in the December Newslet- 
ter and at this point nothing new has 
developed except that more people are 
talking about the situation lately, which 
is, in fact, important. Plymouth, as the 
County Seat, cannot just assume that 
that designation alone is sufficient to 
protect every item of its present infra- 
structure. The argument that Plymouth 
is not the center of the county is enough 
to make propositions to relocate public 
facilities worthy of consideration. Ply- 
mouth must take measures to protect 
and preserve the political and economic 
clout that has been inherent during this 
century. At least it would be wise for the 
community to take stock of how well it 
is represented. 

J anuary Meeting: 

The President opened the monthly 
meeting of WCGS by calling for the 
various reports of the officers and com- 
mittees. Noting the absence of the Sec- 
retary it was said that the December 
meeting was involved in the annual 
Christmas membership social gathering, 
held at the Plymouth Methodist Church 
and, though the President tendered 
greetings, no business was conducted. 
The President, because of the absence 
of several of the 1999 Officers and Direc- 
tors announced that, without objection, 
installation of officers would be con- 
ducted at the February meeting. 

The President spent a good while 
discussing the opportunities and the 
technicalities that have occurred in the 



pursuit of genealogy and the available 
resources in conducting research, as 
well as, something of future expecta- 
tions. 

^President's Perspective: 

The premier event in WCGS's 
month was the presentation, January 
17, of THE OFFICIAL RECORDS OF THE 
UNION AND CONFEDERATE NAVIES 
IN THE WAR OF THE REBELLION to 
the Washington County Library for it's 
North Carolina Collection. This acquisi- 
tion complements our gift, in 1997, of the 
128 volume "ARMIES. " records. These 
presentations were made possible by 
donations to our "Armies" and "Navies" 
campaigns and by monies from our 
General Fund. 

The books were accepted for the Library, 
with gracious comments, by Doris Hoggard of 
the Library Staff, The Library Board of Trustees 
was represented by Russell Lee. 

Another highlight of the meeting was the 
unveiling of the Society's latest publication, the 
WASHINGTON COUNTY CENSUS of 1830, tran- 
scribed by Gordon Basnight* Fellow member 
Gordon has been generous, far beyond the call 
of duty, to both WCGS and the Tyrrell Society. 
His gifts to WCGS include camera-ready tran- 
scriptions of our County's Censuses of 1800, 
1810, 1820, and 1830. To our credit, we hardly let 
his work cool before we send it to the printers. 
Thank you Gordon. 

Gail Spiewak, of the Library, advises 
that Volume 14, NORTH CAROLINA TROOPS, 
has been ordered and will be shelved soon. This 
acquisition will bring the library's holdings of 
this important historical collection up to cur- 
rent status. 

Our Census transcriptions and the Mar- 
riage Records are now on sale at the gift shop, 
visitors center, of "Historic Hope Plantation", 
Bertie County. We thank Mrs. Lerae Umfleet, 
Curator of Collections at "Hope", for this sales 
opportunity. 

There is nothing to report on the Library 
location issue this month. No activity has been 
reported, and the rumor mill has produced no 
grist. WCGS must not relax vigilance in this im- 
portant matter.
